English language, orally, written and 
printed, before any other subject canbe 
learned. No matter what the discipline, 
Engush is the ‘toll’ of learning.” 

‘All faculty“and ‘staff-members of the 
district also are being asked to make a 
point of using corréct English around 
the students. 

“This will model proper English for 
students, both in and out of the 
classrooom. The custodian, cook and 
coach have just as much a responsibill- 
ty to provide reinforcement of English

Chuck Lucas, public affairs officer 
for the° Department of Veterans’ 
Benefits, ‘Said Friday the Veterans 
Administration will be moving its 
record center tothe Granite City Ar- 
my Installation within the next 12 to 
18 months, 

He recéived the decision that day 
from Administrator of Veterans’ *Af- 
fairs Marry N. Walters. 
“Everything’s moving along,”’ said 
Lucas. 

The plan involves a tradeoff of of- 
fice space between the Army and the 
VA. Eight-four VA employees will be 
based here and about 1,000 Army 
personnel wiil be transferred within 
buildings in St. Louis. 

The plan for the move was first 
considered in May of this year and 
was later recommended by Dorothy 
Starbuck, chief befefits director of 
the VA. 

The VA records office currently 
occupies about 300,000 square feet in 
Building 104 of the Federal Center, 
located at 4300 Goodfellow Blvd., St. 
Louis. The office maintains records 
for nearly 15 million armed service 
veterans. 

The Army is currently located in 
Building 110 at the Federal Center 
but it must relocate because 
aur 110 is to be renovated.

He said when customers used to the 
old Central Hardware come into the 
new store, ‘they should be overwhelm- 
ed by the amount of merchandise they 
see,"’ Cohen said. “‘We had an idéa we 
warited to try and the tornado gave us

60,000 square feet of floor area, Cohen 
explained. There is very little 
storeroom area left, he said, and almost 
all the merchandise is on the sales 
floor.

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Venice may make parents responsibl 


for children being out after hours

A proposed new ordinance 
making it unlawful for 
Venice parents to permit 
young people under the age 
of 17 years to be out of the 
home during certain hours is 
being studied by Venice 
aldermen 

The alderman received 
copies of the proposed 

statute to review at last 
week’s council session. Ac- 
tion on the proposal, which 
calls for possible fines of up 
to $500 for each violation, is 
to be taken at a_ later 
meeting. 

During the summer mon- 
ths, council members have 
focused considerable atten- 
tion on problems created by 
groups of teenagers and 
younger children frequently 
seen on city streets at ail 
hours of the night 

In response to requests to 
curtail such late-night ac 
tivities, Mayor Echols .ob- 
tained a copy of an East St. 
Louis ordinance, which 
reportedly has proven effec- 
tive in reducing complaints 
involving juveniles by plac- 
ing responsibility on a 
parent or guardian by 
statute and levying fines 
when applicable. 

The proposed Venice or- 
dinance, modeled on the 
East St. Louis city law, 
states in part: 

“That it shall be unlawful 
for the parent, guardian or 
other adult person having 
the care and custody of a 
minor under the age of 17

years to knowingly permit 
such minor to loiter, idle, 
wander, stroll or play in or 
upon the public streets, 
highways, roads, 
parks, 

wharves, docks, 
grounds, public 

public buildings, places of 
amusement and entertain- 
ment, vacant lots or other 
unsupervised places bet- 
ween the hours of 11 p.m. 


and 6 a.m. of the following 
day; except that-on Fridays 
and Saturdays the hours 
shall be 12 a.m. (midnight) 
until 6 a.m 

“The provisions of this 
section shall not apply when 
the minor is accompanied by 
his parent, guardian or other 
adult person having the care 
and custody of the minor, or 
where the minor is upon an 
emergency errand or 
legitimate business directed 


by his parent, guardian or 
other adult person having 
the care and custody of the 
minor. 

“That any person found to 
be in violation of! this or- 
dinance or any provision 
thereof, shall be fined not 
less than $15 nor more than 
$500. 

Little discussion : followed 
distribution of the ordinance 
to council members.

flu be far behind? 


_ Illinois Public Health 
Director William L.|Kem- 
piners has stressed the im- 
portance of influenza vac- 
cinations for anyone in the 
“high-risk’’ group, and also 
says the ill and aged aren’t 
the only-ones who get flu. 

“You maybe 21, hale and 
hardy, and still be invaded 
by the influenza yirus,”’ 
Kempiners said this week. 

“What -are the symptoms 
of influenza, and how do you 
care for yourself if you get 
it? Influenza develops fast 
after you've been exposed — 
within only one to three days 
— and when the symptoms 
strike, they usually come on 
rapidly. 

“If you're the victim, the 

first thing you'll notice is 
that you're feeling chilled, or 
that you have a headache 
and muscular aches and 
weaknes. A backache is a 
common symptom, and most 
people lose their appetite. 
- “You can usually tell 
whether what you're coming 
down with is a bad cold or in- 
fluenza because, if you have 
flu, your temperature will 
climb rapidly during the 
first day of. symptoms — 
usually to 101 or 102. 

“Then it reaches a, peak, 
probably not higher than 103, 
As a rule, ‘it goes) down 
gradually over a few days, 
but it may drop quickly only 
to rise again on the third 
day. 

“Ordinarily, the fever only 
lasts about three days, but it 
LL go on for as:long as a 
week. 

“As your temperture 
drops, you'll probably notice 
stuffiness. in your nose, and 


you may. develop a cough: 


But once you've reached this 
stage, you are probably on 
your way to recovery. 

“An overly jtired feeling 
can last for a week or more. 
If you are in very poor 
health, it may take even 
longer to get your strength 
back. 

“You may aso have a loose 
cough for a few weeks. These 
symptoms are not. uncom- 
mon at all."’ 

Kempiners continued, 
“Symptoms of influenza do 
not include cramps, 
vomiting or diarrhea. These 
are symptoms of what is 
commonly called intestinal 
or stomach flu, This ilinessis 
caused by a virus, too, but 
not one of the viruses in the 
influenza group. 

“When many. people 
around you are becoming 
sick with influenza and 
air is laden with viruses, it’s 
almost impossible to avoid 
getting in the path of a few 
coughs and sneezés. 
However, there are a few 
precautions you can take. 

“You can keep up your 
resistance by getting plenty 
of rest and eating regular, 
well-balanced meals. And, 
for the short duration of an 
influenza outbreak, you 
would be wise to stay out of 
crowds as much as possible. 


“Jfsomeonein your bantig 
has influenza, keep his or her 
dishes and towels’ separate 
from the rest of of the famiz* 
ly's. The sick person shoul 
cover his coughs and sneezes 
with paper tissues: and drop. 
them at once into a: a 
bag, which should be lace 
ed frequently. bus 

“Whenever you have to be 
around someone , with ins 
fluenza,-or a cold for that? 
matter, wash your hands fre-~ 
quently and thoroughly with 
warm, scapy water, a! 

“Most doctors recommend: 
bed rést'for the treatment of < 
influenza.: Aspirin will help 
ease the pain and bring down 
the fever, It also helps to 
drink a lot of fluids if your. 
fever is high. 

“None of the antibiotics 
‘are effective jagainst 
viruses; however, your doc- 
tor may give you an an- 
tibiotic if he thinks you are 
getting another kindof infec- 
tion as a result of the: flu. 
Don’t take medicine you doe>_ 
tor does not prescribe.’ Dad 

“You should plan on stay-" 
ing at home for atleast twa, 
days after the fever is gone 
Influenza ‘lowers your 
risistance to other illnesses, | 
so avoid éxposure until you 
have regained your health,” ;

. Teorganized into the semi-independent Postal Service 
in 1970. : 
Postmaster General William F. Bolger said at a joint 
hearing of two House postal subcommittees this fall 
that phasing out,traditional congressional subsidies for 


the mail service was one of the goals of the reorganiza- 
tion act. 


“Today’s postal system is precisely the kind of 
Streamlined governmental organization that was envi- 
sioned by the framers of postal reform in 1970,"’ he 
testified. ‘In contrast with the big federal deficit and 
cutbacks in other services, the performance of the 
Postal Service stands out as a prominent exception.” 


The governing board of the Postal Service has decid- 
ed that mail rates will Stay at the current level until at 
least October 1984.

If people want to live next to an open 
dump, we can't stop them.” 

Clyde Wilkes, public relations 
representative for the Army Corps of 
Engineers, said the Corps issued a 
“cease and desist" order to the landfill 
last year when it was discovered that 
the ‘operation was dumping trash 
without a permit 

Wilkes said the Corps has not in- 
spected the area lately because the 
IEPA said it would handle the problem. 

He added that, if someone is still 
dumping trash improperly, he could 
be held in contempt of court. “Then we 
could take all kinds of action against 
him. A violation of this type is more 
serious than the original charge,” 
Wilkes related. 

It is being contended that dumping in 
the area has become so extensive that 
trash is blocking a culvert that normal- 
ly takes water from farmland, carries 
it under Illinois Route 203 and drains it 
into Horseshoe Lake. 

Walter ‘Shang’? Greathouse, presi- 
dent of the Metro East Sanitary District 
(MESD), said he first became aware of 
blopkage of the culvert about four mon- 
th# ago; two farmers complained that 
their land was flooded because the land- 
fill had completely blocked the culvert. 

Greathouse said ‘that, to his 
knowledge, the district does not own the 
culvert. He attempted tq find out who 
owned the culvert by contacting the Il- 
linois Department of Transportation. 

Transportation maintenance officials 
inspected the culvert but|said the agen- 
cy’s only duty in this case is to maintain 
the natural flow of water.' | 

They said the department owned a 
box culvert going inte-Horseshoe Lake 
and an extension going into landfill pro- 
perty, but the department did not own 
the pipe where drainage Is being block-

The property owner also has been ac- 
cused by Nichols of disturbing wildlife 
on Horseshoe Lake. * 

Nichols said that last year and this 
year, he saw unusual “kills” of ducks, 
Tish ‘and snapping turtles after trash 
burning had occurred. 

“The ashes from the fire blew onto 
Horseshoe Lake, leaving a sooty 
substance on the water. I found dead 
turtles and birds in the area.”” 

Nichols reported that last year he had 
representatives of the Department of. 
Conservation and the U.S, Fish and 
Wildlife Service at the site of the kills. 

Mike Cochran, regional supervisor of 
Region 4 of the Illinois Department of 
Conservation, said Thursday he has 
personally walked the area where 
Nichols alleged finding dead wildlife, 
and could find no evidence of an 
unusual kill. 

“I have never seen evidence to sup- 
port Mr. Nichols’ theory and I think 
that the chances of it .happening are 
really remote,’’ Cochran asserted. 

‘If there had been any snapping 
turtles killed, there would have been 
people involved (injured), too. The 
snapping turtle is one of the hardiest 
animals around and it would take 
something highly toxic to destroy one of 
them.’? 

Joe| Janacek of the) Corps of 
Engineers said he also was present 
when Nichols said there was an unusual 
kill. He, too, said he saw nothing to sup- 
port the theory. 

“I would say that the landfill was not 
posing! an imminent threat to the area’s 
wildlife, at least not from a toxic point 
of view,” Janacek told, the Press- 
Record. 

Regardless, Nichols said, he is not 
giving up his efforts against the landfill. 

However, he added, he does not plan 
to sign or submit a formal complaint to 
Hawkins.

GRANITE CITY — You could sense it 


coming — Granite City’s 1-0 loss to 
Riverview Gardens Friday afternoon in 
the third day of the Tournament of 
Champions.

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Big changes at Chrysler plant . 


Each new model year in 
the auto industry brings 
about changes not only in the 
vehicles produced but also in 
the way they are assembled. 
‘At Chrysler's No. 2 St. Louis 
assembly plant, 1,500 hourly 
employees returning to work 
discovered how much 
assembly line operations 
had changed during the 
three years they were away 
from their jobs. 

The plant reopened last 
month to produce rear-- 
wheel-drive cars, incuding 
the Chrysler Fifth Avenue, 
the Dodge Diplomat, and the 
Plymouth Gran Fury and 
Caravelle Salon. 

It had been closed since 
July 1980, when the company 
discontinued production of 
large-size vans in this 
metropolitan area. 

C. A. “Al” Kelly, person- 
nel administration manager 
for the plant, coordinated a 
$1.2 million program, which 
included more than 70,000 
manhours of training, to br- 
ing the work force up to date 
with changes and new 
assembly methods. 

“Compounding the task of 
retraining our people was 
the fact that most had never 
before built passenger 
cars,” Kelly related. “The 
employees returning to this 
plant formerly built trucks 
and vans. This is the first 
time they've seen cars mov- 
ing through our line.” 

Another major challenge, 
he said, was short lead-time
